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Busking: why London is streets ahead 


F IFTY cities across the UK, 
along with major world cities 
including New York, Sydney, 
Barcelona, Hong Kong, Paris and 
Toronto, will join London for the most 
ambitious celebrations of busking and 
street performance ever staged. 

The first ever International Busking 
Day will take place on Saturday, July 
23, with each city hosting music, cir¬ 
cus, magic, street dance, physical the¬ 
atre, street art and other entertainment 
in public spaces ranging from city 
squares to underground and railway 
stations and shopping malls to parks. 

It comes as busking musicians and 
street performers continue to face ob¬ 
stacles in many cities thanks to con¬ 
fusing rules, unnecessary red tape and 
even the threat of arrest - despite it 
being popular with residents and 
tourists alike. The London 2012 Fes¬ 
tival and subsequent events like Lu- 
miere London have also demonstrated 
a massive appetite for outdoors arts 
and performance. 

International Busking Day will 
seek to counter misconceptions, rais¬ 
ing the profile of street performance 
on an international level and high¬ 
lighting its significance in the life of 
cities. 



This global showcase of exciting 
talent builds on the success of the 
Mayor’s Busk in London programme 
and the Gigs busking competition. 
Over the last eight years, Gigs has at¬ 
tracted thousands of young musicians 
and been enjoyed by millions at Tube 
stations and other locations across the 
capital. 

Mayor Boris Johnson said: “We are 
thrilled that great world cities have 
rallied to our call for the first ever In¬ 
ternational Busking Day. As a global 
hub for creativity and the arts, I’m 


proud that London is spearheading 
this celebration of street performance. 
I hope all cities will recognise the 
huge cultural contribution buskers 
make, and follow London's lead in 
making it easier for performers to do 
their thing!” 

Musician Hugh Cornwell, one of 
the founders of The Stranglers, said: 
“It’s great to hear that there will now 
be an official Busk in London busking 
circuit in London’s major train sta¬ 
tions - another world first for London. 
It’s a great opportunity for the capi¬ 
tal’s young talent to show their wares 
and take on the challenge of an audi¬ 
ence on the move.” 

Kyle Falconer, from indie rock 
band The View, who found success 
through busking said: “We’re happy 
to support International Busking Day. 
Busking was essential for us as per¬ 
formers when we started our career, 
it's partly how we learned to craft our 
art and gives artists the opportunity to 
play to new audiences and a platform 
to be recognised. 

“Our debut album was titled Hats 
Off To The Buskers and so it’s very apt 
that we can be part of this scheme to 
enable busking in various cities 
worldwide and to encourage new tal¬ 


ent to get involved and be heard.” 

Chart-topping singer-songwriter 
Jack Savoretti said: “Having toured 
Europe a lot these last couple of years, 
one thing I always recognise and say 
about the UK music scene is that, like 
no other place it gives new, up and 
coming artists a platform. That starts 
with busking and playing in small 
venues. Busk in London goes right to 
the heart of this and will continue to 
make this a unique music city.” 

Richie from CC Smugglers, a band 
spotted busking by Jools Holland, 
who will be performing at a festival 
being headlined by Bruce Springsteen 
this summer, said: “The sidewalk is 
the great equaliser; it separates the 
wheat from the chaff. The tricks you 
learn on the streets, you will take with 
you for the rest of your career. ‘Get it 
right out there, and you’ll have no 
problem in the bars, theatres and big 
stages’ - the words of Old Crow Med¬ 
icine Show front-man and personal 
hero, Ketch Secor and spoken to us as 
he discovered us busking outside his 
show, he in turn was discovered busk¬ 
ing by his hero Doc Watson on a 
Nashville street comer. 

“It’s a tradition that we are proud to 
not only have been a part of, but eager 


to encourage and support. We are 
keen to make it our mission to help 
ensure this longstanding craft is not 
bustled out of our cities by bureau¬ 
cracy and licensing.” 

Professor Richard Smith, Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California Thornton 
School of Music, who is coordinating 
activities in Los Angeles, said: “So 
much incredible talent is honed on the 
streets. 

“It’s an equal playing field and 
gives us all access to a rich mix of cul¬ 
ture. International Busking Day is a 
world-wide celebration of this and LA 
is excited to be involved.” 

Trafalgar Square will once again be 
at the heart of the action following the 
success of last year’s National Busk¬ 
ing Day, which saw 22 cities, includ¬ 
ing London take part. The Busk in 
London Festival will be returning 
with street performance over nine 
days from July 23-31, with the square 
hosting performers from around the 
world. 

This year, for the first time, it will 
include performance masterclasses 
and Give it a Go sessions as part of 
the brand new Busk in London Acad¬ 
emy in partnership with Morley Col¬ 
lege London.

Masterplan 
to combat 
menace of 
pollution 


Air pollution is the most im¬ 
portant environmental 
issue to Londoners - and is 
becoming a key election 
issue as the mayoral race 
gathers pace. Recent 
polling showed that London 
parents see air pollution as 
the biggest health risk 
facing them, with 68 per 
cent of parents saying they 
are worried about their 
children breathing in dirty 
air. A new masterplan to 
tackle pollution in London 
has just been published... 

O VER the past year 
the influential think 
tank Policy Ex¬ 
change has been working 
with air quality scientists at 
King’s College London to 
identify solutions to the 
city’s air pollution crisis. 

Its first report, Up in the 
Air: Part 1 , released in De¬ 
cember, identified that more 
than 12 per cent of London’s 
total area exceeded legal 
and healthy limits for nitro¬ 
gen dioxide (N02) in 2010 
- an area which contained a 
workplace population of 
3.8 million people, as well 
as 979 schools attended by 
a quarter of London’s 
school population. 

Exposure to N02 pollu¬ 
tion can cause irritation of 
the lungs and increases the 
chance of respiratory infec¬ 
tions. It is estimated that if air 
pollution stays at current levels 
it could reduce the life ex¬ 
pectancy of the average Lon¬ 
doner born in 2010 by up to 
two years. 

Now, Policy Exchange has 
released a follow up report, Up 
in the Air: Part 2, which pro¬ 
poses a comprehensive package 
of measures to clean up Lon¬ 
don’s air. The report highlights 
that air pollution is overwhelm¬ 


ingly a diesel problem. 

The UK has undergone a 
substantial shift towards diesels 
over the last 15 years on the 
basis they have lower green¬ 
house gas emissions. 

However, says Policy Ex¬ 
change, more recent evidence 
has shown that diesel vehicles 
emit far more local pollution 
than petrol vehicles. Car manu¬ 
facturers have systematically 
failed to deliver sufficient im¬ 
provements in NOx emissions, 
despite the introduction of pro¬ 
gressively tighter emissions 
standards. 

Policy Exchange said: 
“Therefore, one of the first rec¬ 
ommendations in our report is 
for emissions standards to be 
tightened in the future. In addi¬ 
tion, we propose that fiscal in¬ 
centives need to be changed in 
order to discourage the pur¬ 
chase of new diesels in favour 


of alternatives such as 
petrol hybrids or electric vehi¬ 
cles. Alongside this we propose 
a scrappage scheme to take 
older diesel cars and vans off 
the road altogether. 

“In addition to these large 
scale measures, we also pro¬ 
pose a series of policies to re¬ 
strict the most polluting 
vehicles from London and to 
promote alternatives. We pro¬ 
pose that the emission stan¬ 
dards in the existing Low 


Emission Zone and proposed 
Ultra Low Emission Zone need 
to be tightened. 

“Alongside this, Transport 
for London must invest to up¬ 
grade the bus fleet in London, 
and work with the taxi trade to 
clean up taxis and minicabs. 
Our report also identifies gas 
combustion as another signifi¬ 
cant source of air pollution. We 
propose a boiler scrappage 
scheme to remove the oldest 
and most polluting boilers and 
changes to planning policies 
and national energy policies to 
prevent gas, diesel and biomass 
engines from being built in 
London.” 

Overall, modelling by King’s 
College London suggests that 
these proposals could lead to 
compliance with air quality 
limits across 99.9 per cent of 
London’s area by 2025. 

Policy Exchange has made a 
number of recommendations to 
address the final 0.1 per cent — 
such as creating “clean bus cor¬ 
ridors” and adopting smarter 
approaches to freight. It is esti¬ 
mated that these policies could 
lead to an increase in average 
life expectancy of over one 
month across all Londoners 
born in 2025, and economic 
benefits valued at £600 million 
per year. 

Policy Exchange’s 
10-point plan 

1 Deliver a more ambitious Air 
Quality Strategy. Current and 
planned policies will not de¬ 
liver compliance with air qual¬ 
ity limits in London until at 
least 2030. Further action is re¬ 
quired to clean up Lon¬ 
don’s air, and the Mayor of 
London will need to play a 
strong leadership role on 
this issue to accelerate 
change. Tackling air pollu¬ 
tion will require a combina¬ 
tion of policies at London, 
UK and European level. 

2 Restrict the most polluting 
vehicles from entering Lon¬ 
don. The emissions stan¬ 
dards in the existing Low 
Emission Zone and planned 
Ultra Low Emission Zone 
need to be tightened in the 
future in order to restrict the 
most polluting vehicles. We 
propose tighter standards for 
buses, coaches and HGVs in 
the London-wide Low Emis¬ 
sion Zone by no later than 
2023, and tighter standards for 
diesel cars in the Ultra Low 
Emission Zone by 2025. 

3 Clean up the taxi fleet. In the 
long term London is moving to- 
wards“Zero Emission Capable” 
taxis and minicabs, but in the 
meantime the mayor should 


focus on cleaning up the existing 
fleet. We propose that all pre- 
Euro 6 taxis should be retired 
from the fleet by 2025, and 
alongside this TfL should en¬ 
courage the retrofit or conver¬ 
sion of taxis to LPG. The mayor 
must also take immediate action 
to prevent pre-Euro 6 cars from 
registering as minicabs. 

4 Clean up the bus fleet. Transport 
for London needs to complete 
the rollout of low emission buses 
across London. We propose that 
all buses should be a minimum 
of Euro VI by 2020 in Central 
London and across the whole of 
London by no later than 2023. 
The most polluted roads such as 
Oxford Street should be declared 
‘clean bus corridors’, using only 
the cleanest buses available and 
rerouting some services. 

5 Promote electric vehicles and car 
clubs. London is leading the way 
in the use of electric vehicles, 
but the number of electric vehi¬ 
cles and charging points is still 
relatively low. The Mayor of 


London should encourage the 
use of electric vehicles and car 
clubs. This will require the roll¬ 
out of a competitive pan-London 
electric charging network. 

6 Push for tighter emissions stan¬ 
dards for new diesels. The primary 
cause of the air pollution crisis is 
the failure of emission standards 
for diesel vehicles. Current 
diesel car standards simply do 
not go far enough and need to be 
tightened further, based on real- 
world emissions tests. 

7 Back calls for an increase in taxes 
on new diesel cars. Fiscal incen¬ 
tives such as Vehicle Excise 
Duty (road tax) and Company 
Car Tax have driven the uptake 
of diesels over the last 15 years. 
These tax advantages need to be 
removed to reflect the local pol¬ 
lution associated with diesels. 
These policy changes need to be 
designed carefully to influence 
new purchases without penalis¬ 
ing existing diesel drivers. 

8 Back calls for a diesel scrappage 
scheme. The mayor should sup¬ 


port calls for a national diesel 
scrappage scheme which pro¬ 
vides grants to take older diesel 
cars and vans off the road and re¬ 
place them with lower emission 
vehicles (eg petrol, hybrids, elec¬ 
tric, LPG). 

9 Prevent polluting generators from 
being built in London. There is a 
risk that the growth of decen¬ 
tralised power stations, such as 
diesel, gas and biomass engines, 
could undermine efforts to im¬ 
prove air quality in London. The 
Mayor must ensure that there are 
adequate safeguards in place to 
prevent inappropriate develop¬ 
ments, and work with central 
government to ensure energy 
policies do not create air quality 
issues in London. 

10 Tackle emissions from gas boil¬ 
ers. Gas combustion is the sec¬ 
ond largest source of NOx 
emission after road transport. 
Creating a boiler cashback 
scheme is a cost effective was to 
drive the replacement of old pol¬ 
luting boilers.

Labour attack 
council budget 


Kensington and Chelsea's 
Labour councillors have 
blasted the Conservative-led 
council on its recent Budget, 
claiming that they are not 
protecting the needy, have 
enabled "greedy developers" 
and "are doing nothing to 
protect vulnerable residents 
with disabilities". 

In a strongly-worded attack, 
formed in a letter to this 
newspaper, the Labour Group's 
spokesman, councillor Pat 
Mason, accuses the council of 
breaking up family support 
networks and "driving 
thousands" out of Britain's 
richest borough. The angry 
protest letter reads: 

Dear Editor, RBKC Leader, 
Nick Paget-Brown, boasts that he 
and the ruling Conservatives 
have produced a “protecting-the- 
needy” budget for 2016-17, 
“Funding increases for those who 
need help most” (March 8, Kens¬ 
ington & Chelsea News). 

This will be news to many bor¬ 
ough residents suffering a 
plethora of cuts to services, low 
wages and plummeting welfare 
support for the most vulnerable 
by the council and government. 
This, together with unaffordable 
private sector rents and a social 
housing crisis, has driven thou¬ 
sands out of the borough, break¬ 
ing up family support networks 


and disrupting children’s educa¬ 
tion in the process. The Conser¬ 
vative councillors cannot divorce 
themselves from the damage 
their heartless and vicious gov¬ 
ernment is doing to residents and 
claim that our needy are being 
protected when they are not. 

Cllr Paget-Brown says he is re¬ 
ducing the reserves from £197m 
last year to £100m by 2019 to 
protect services, quoting a care- 
fully-picked set of nine services 
he claims have not been cut. We 
are supposed to believe this 
means the richest council in the 
UK might fall into penury as a re¬ 
sult. Not likely. 

Even while they got rid of 
nearly 600 staff since 2010, com¬ 
bining and reducing departments 
and contracting out and reducing 
£300m of services, the council 
still increased the reserves every 
year from 2010 to 2015 - whilst 
lamenting a £54m government 
cut. The reserves were £169m in 
2010, £170m in 2011 and 2012, 
£180m in 2013, £186m in 2014 
and £197m in 2015. 

And the council budget report 
says the £100m reduction the 
leader mentioned is just a guess 
and the figure is likely to be 
higher. 

In addition, our government 
grant will be cut less from next 
year, meaning the council can re¬ 
duce its spending by about £8m 


from 2017-18 instead of £13m 
this year - so that’s even more 
cash in the tea pot. 

The council have built the tini¬ 
est number of affordable homes, 
missing their legal build target 
for years, allowed greedy devel¬ 
opers to build £lm-plus luxury 
houses on scarce land for over¬ 
seas investors rather than those 
residents who can’t afford to rent 
or buy, refuse to pay the London 
Living Wage to direct employees 
and contract staff, refuse to re¬ 
store the children’s after-school 
and holiday play service they de¬ 
stroyed last year and have no 
credible plan to reduce the bor¬ 
ough’s dreadful air pollution. 

And they are doing nothing to 
help poorer and more vulnerable 
residents with disabilities being 
hit with a further 16 adverse gov¬ 
ernment changes to tax credits, 
housing benefit, welfare caps, the 
new state pension and more, on 
to 2017 to make life even more 
unbearable. I could make an even 
longer list of things Cllr Paget- 
Brown forgot to mention in the 
budget story. 

At the March Budget meeting, 
Cllr Robert Atkinson, the coun¬ 
cil’s Labour leader, accused the 
ruling Conservatives of repeat¬ 
edly slashing vital residents serv¬ 
ices whilst warning of a financial 
Armageddon that never happens. 
It’s the stand-up comedy routine 
we hear from Cllr Paget-Brown 
every year but, as Cllr Atkinson 
also said, the Royal Bank of 
K&C will not go broke any time 
soon.

Pair promoted 
sex workers 

TWO men from Earls Court 
have been banned from all 
phone boxes in Kensington 
and Chelsea for five years after 
they were convicted of 
promoting local sex workers. 

The pair were found guilty of 
placing explicit cards 
advertising prostitutes. 

Dariusz Sieron and Adrian 
Janiszewski of Warwick Road, 
SW5, were found guilty at the 
City of London Magistrates' 
Court of possessing articles to 
cause criminal damage, super 
glue and prostitute cards, and 
of handling stolen goods, a 
computer tablet. 

The court heard how the two 
men were arrested following an 
operation to tackle placing 
explicit cards in phone boxes 
by the royal borough's 
Community Policing Team. 

Although they pleaded not 
guilty, the court sentenced 
them to a five-year Criminal 
Behaviour Order which runs 
until March 14,2021, and 
ordered them to pay costs 
totalling £350 and carry out 
200 hours community service. 

The order means that neither 
Mr Sieron or Mr Janiszewski 
can: 

■ enter any public telephone 
box in the Royal Borough, save 
to call 999 in a genuine 
emergency 

■ be in possession of any cards 
advertising sex work in 
England and Wales 

■ alert any person placing sex 
worker cards in a public place, 
to the presence of police or any 
Council officer 

■ ask or instruct any person to 
have in their possession a 
quantity of sex worker cards or 
place them in any public place 

■ approach, intimidate or 
threaten any person who is 
removing or has removed in 
the past few minutes, sex cards 
from any street furniture. 

If either breach the CBO they 
could be arrested for contempt 
of court. 

A council spokesman said: 
"Residents don't want phone 
boxes in their area to be 
advertising hoardings for 
sexual services. We work 
closely with the police to tackle 
this sort of criminal behaviour 
and are very pleased that the 
court has taken action to stop 
these two individuals 
continuing this unwanted 
practice." 

Anyone who spots 
prostitute cards in a phone box 
should not remove the cards 
themselves but should let the 
council know by using the app 
RBKC Local, emailing 
streetline@rbkc.gov.uk or calling 
020 7361 3001.

RESIDENTS of Kensington, 
Chelsea and Noting Hill can 
now buy tickets to root around 
more than 200 gardens which 
are normally closed to them.

"The 2016 gardens include 
exclusive private squares and 
magnificent roof-top gardens, 
as well as gardens on barges 
and indoor flower installations," 
said a spokeswoman.

Sound ideas put 
buskers on level 
playing field 


B EFORE making it 
big, the singer song¬ 
writer Benjamin 
Clementine was for years a 
busker in Paris. 

He’s a bit contemporary 
for my tastes, so I can’t re¬ 
ally say I am familiar with 
his work, but he is the win¬ 
ner of the very prestigious 
Mercury music prize and an 
annoyingly trendy colleague 
tells me that his song Lon¬ 
don is “absolutely brilliant”. 

Someone I know rather 
more about is the legendary 
chanteuse, Edith Piaf. One 
of the “truly great”, she too 
began her career performing 
on Parisian street corners. 
So as you can see, it’s not all 
that difficult to make out a 
case in favour of busking. 
Conversely, it’s not all that 
hard to make out a case 
against. 

For reasons of space how¬ 
ever I’m not going to, other 
than to note that according 
to Wikipedia, George 
Michael and Rod Stewart 
were both once buskers. 

Point is, I think we can 
probably agree that a small 
number of buskers are stars 
in the making, some are 
barely adequate and others 
are absolutely terrible. 

I think we can also agree 
that, mellifluous or not, 
there are times and places 
when live street music is just 
not welcome: like right out¬ 
side your window on a hot 
day for example, or when 
you are trying to have a fam¬ 
ily meal or get the kids to do 
their homework, or when 
you are trying to convince a 
potential customer to make 
a large purchase. 

So what’s plainly called 
for are some rules and regu¬ 
lations that find the proper 
balance between street per¬ 
formance and peace and 
quiet. 

That was something we at 
the council had been 
mulling, but it turned out 
that so too had the Mayor of 
London and as a result we 
are now hitching our wagon 
to his. 


Our officers have there¬ 
fore been working with the 
Greater London Authority 
and others to develop effec¬ 
tive busking controls. Part 
of this has been the creation 
of a London-wide Busking 
Code of Conduct. 

The code provides clear 
do’s and don’ts to help 
buskers avoid causing a nui¬ 
sance to local residents and 
businesses. 

And that code is being 
supplemented by our own 
local guide which covers 
performance times, loca¬ 
tions and guidance about 
volume. 

In addition, the council is 
now trialling a ‘busking liai¬ 
son service’ (set up by the 
GLA Busk in London 
Team). 

This service tries to en¬ 
gage with buskers about 
their impact, and to raise 
awareness of the Code of 
Conduct and our local guide 

The Busk in London 
Street Team will be visiting 
the borough’s busking hot 
spots over the next few 
weeks to talk directly with 
the buskers and local resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

The busking liaison offi¬ 
cers will be easily recognis¬ 
able by their red t-shirts and 
jackets and the Busk in Lon¬ 
don Street Team logo on the 
back. 

Where the busking liaison 
service has been imple¬ 
mented elsewhere in the 
capital it has been proving 
effective with complaints 
falling by as much as 60 per 
cent. Let’s hope there is a 
similar effect here. 

If not, we still have en¬ 
forcement powers in our 
back pocket so if buskers 
persistently ignore the new 
codes, they will end up 
being fined and having their 
gear seized.

Dr Shamender Talwar is 
warning of “a catastrophe” of 
Muslim youth suicide bomb at¬ 
tacks in London unless there is 
official financial backing for 
the Kensington-based TUFF 
FC scheme, which turns young 
people targeted by ISIS away 
from jihadism by converting 
them to the British team spirit 
of playing football instead. 

In the last year TUFF has 
saved 33 young Londoners 
who were being targeted by 
ISIS. But Dr Talwar warns 
there are many more now at 
risk and the risk is becoming a 
crisis. 

Initially TUFF FC, The 
Unity of Faiths Foundation 
football project to support 
youth from different religious 
and cultural backgrounds, was 
set up to dissuade Muslim 
teenagers from travelling to 
fight with ISIS in Syria - but 
now Dr Talwar has raised the 
alarm that the new threat is 
here, on home turf. 

He said: “Muslim kids are 
being time-bombed in London 
and all over the UK. I’m not 
just talking about them getting 
radicalised to go to Syria, I’m 
talking about them now becom¬ 
ing suicide bombers right here 
in this city. Some of these kids 
are so anti-British. My god, 
you would not believe the ex¬ 
tent of the hatred that has been 
put into them. They are saying 
‘what’s the point of living in 
the UK, what’s the point of liv¬ 
ing?’ The Government doesn’t 
seem to realise that these kids

are time bombs ticking in our 
midst. It’s not about them going 
to Syria anymore, the time 
bomb is here and we have big 
work to do. It’s going to turn 
nasty and we’re saying before 
it turns nasty let’s turn these 
kids around.” 

The Football For Unity 
scheme works by countering 
ISIS online efforts to recruit 
Muslim teenagers with propa¬ 
ganda claiming that Islamist 
faith is more important than na¬ 
tionality. Dr Talwar’s project 
teaches the teenagers that their 
identity is British, whatever 
their religion or beliefs. 

“What can be more British 
than football? We use it to 
teach teamwork, fair play and 
respect for the rules. It’s about 
inculcating youngsters with 
what we consider are core 
British values and reinforcing 
that while their religion may be 


Muslim, their identity is 
British,” said Dr Talwar. 

Downing Street, the FA and 
Muslim leaders across London 
have all expressed support for 
the Football For Unity project, 
which provides football train¬ 
ing and team building on prac¬ 
tice grounds in Southall. 

But none of the authorities 
have yet given any financial 
backing for the scheme that Dr 
Talwar says now urgently 
needs to be rolled out all across 
London and the UK in order to 
prevent suicide attacks like 
those seen in Belgium last 
week. 

“The power of football has 
already stopped these children 
going to Syria but we need to 
do much more to prevent a ca¬ 
tastrophe happening here in 
London,” said Dr Talwar, the 
West London social psycholo¬ 
gist who has been funding the 
TUFF scheme with co-founder 
Anna Prior, a former Mayfair 
art dealer. 

“I’ve talked to Downing 
Street, I’ve talked to Muslim 
leaders and the FA and they all 
say how much they support our 
scheme, but it’s all just talk. 
They are being sleepy-heads 
about the great danger we are 
facing. We need funding now 
to get the TUFF scheme going 
on every estate in London. This 
scheme works, it is solution 
that can stop these kids getting 
radicalised. 

“The kids are not a threat in 
themselves, they are just kids, 
but they are vulnerable. Young 
minds are a sponge, but if you 
fill that sponge with a good at¬ 
titude, as TUFF does, you get 
good results.” 

Dr Talwar estimates that it 
would take £30,000 per project 
to establish the TUFF FC tem¬ 
plate in boroughs across Lon¬ 
don and in the major cities of 
the UK which are at risk of 
young people turning to ji¬ 
hadism. 

“The Government needs to 
fund this now, before it is too 
late. We’re not asking any 
longer, we’re saying ‘bloody

YOUNG footballers from North 
Kensington will travel to the 
terror cell capital of Europe next 
month in order to show Belgian 
youth at risk of becoming ISIS 
jihadists how to turn to soccer 
instead. 

Kensington players will be 
among the TUFF FC team who 
are going to Molenbeekto 
stage a Football Against Jihad 
match in the town that has 
become the No 1 centre for 
grooming terrorists in Europe. 

TUFF FC, the soccer scheme 
set up by Kensington-based The 
Unity of Faiths Foundation, has 
saved 33 young Londoners 
from ISIS attempts to turn them 
into jihadists by instead 
encouraging them to join the 
football teams that train three 
time a week in Southall. 

Now the West London 
players are to play at match 
against a Molenbeek youth side 
to launch the roll-out of the 
TUFF scheme in the extremist 
hotspot which was a base for 
ISIS terrorists responsible for 


the atrocities in Brussels last 
week and the attacks on Paris. 

Young Muslims in London 
and across the UK and Europe 
are increasingly at risk to ISIS 
attempts to recruit them online 
by trying to persuade them that 
their nationality is secondary to 
an extreme Islamist version of 
their faith. 

But the Kensington-based 
TUFF FC scheme counters the 
ISIS propaganda by 
encouraging young people's 
belief in their British identity, 
whatever their religion. 

"There is nothing more 
British than football and we use 
it to teach teamwork, fair play 
and respect for the rules. It's 
about inculcating youngsters 
with core British values and 
reinforcing that while their 
religion may be Muslim, their 
identity is British," said the 
football project's founder Dr 
ShamenderTalwar. 

"The same argument applies 
in Belgium, it is about 
bolstering the feeling of 


national identity and values. 
Clearly Belgium now has a big 
problem and we are going 
there to play this match 
because football is the solution 
to the problem." 

The TUFF FC players are 
being taken to Molenbeek by 
London MEP Syed Kamall, who 
will also be introducing the 
team and organisers to EU 
leaders with the aim of 
establishing similar football 
schemes in other countries 
across Europe where young 
people are at risk of jihadist 
brainwashing. 

"This is an amazing initiative," 
said Mr Kamall,"Clearly 
something right is being done 
here to combat radicalism and 
we must make sure that its 
success is repeated elsewhere." 

TUFF FC has also been 
approached by President 
Obama, who wants the players 
to visit him at the White Flouse 
so that he can hear first-hand of 
how to launch a similar scheme 
across the USA. 


well do it now or you will have a 
catastrophe’”, he said. “The 
Government says it hasn’t for¬ 
gotten us but it is busy with 
Brexit, but you won’t have a 
Brexit, you won’t have a Europe 
to exit if this threat blows up. 

“The Government has spent 
£84 million on its Prevent strat¬ 
egy to protect children from rad- 
icalisation but that hasn’t worked 
with one child. Children aren’t 
going to talk to a police officer or 


a teacher about something that 
they are too scared to even talk 
to their parents about. 

“The s*** is going to hit the 
fan unless we act. If there is a ca¬ 
tastrophe then they will say ‘let’s 
get in Football For Unity’, but 
we don’t want to wait until there 
are dead bodies in the street. We 
already have the antidote to the 
ISIS threat to radicalise our kids, 
let’s use it. 

“It’s not just London kids that 


are at risk. I’ve been visiting 
cities all over the UK and I’ve 
seen the same anti-British hatred 
in Bradford, Birmingham, Bris¬ 
tol, Ipswich, Newcastle, Glas¬ 
gow and Liverpool. Liverpool 
has a massive problem with the 
radicalisation, as does Glasgow. 
I reckon there are 20 to 30 cities 
across the UK that should be 
adopting our scheme.”

Poetry inspired by keen eye of 
skilled journalist and diplomat 


DENZIL Dunnett CMG OBE, 
the popular Kensington 
modernist poet and former 
diplomat, has died at the 
age of 99. Here, his 
architect son James pays 
tribute 

FEW make a living from 
poetry - even TS Eliot was 
a banker, then a publisher, 
and Chaucer was a cus¬ 
toms officer and diplomat. 

Diplomacy was also the 
principal calling of my father 
Denzil Dunnett, after seven 
years in the Army and two as 
journalist on The Scotsman - 
roles he took seriously enough 
- but always there was poetry. 

He was born at Sirsa in the 
Punjab in 1917 as the third son 
of Sir James Macdonald Dun¬ 
nett, an Indian Civil Servant 
and subsequently a leading 
member of the Viceroy’s Cabi¬ 
net, and scion of a whole fam¬ 
ily of Ministers of the Church 
of Scotland. 

At the age of five Denzil was 
sent home to be brought up (as 
was the custom) by two maiden 
aunts in Edinburgh. From Ed¬ 
inburgh Academy he went up to 
read classics and philosophy at 
Oxford in 1935. 

His first poems were pub¬ 
lished in Nevil Coghill’s New 
Oxford Poetry in 1937 and he 
became editor of the poetry 
magazine Programme and 
chairman of the English Club. 
Through this connection he got 
to know many of the leading 


poets of the time, publishing for 
the first time poems of Dylan 
Thomas for example, and be¬ 
came one of the first activists in 
the group Mass Observation 
founded by anthropologist Tom 
Harrison and poet Charles 
Madge. 

They wrote detailed observa¬ 
tions of public reactions to key 
events of the time, such as the 
burning of the Crystal Palace 
and the abdication of Edward 
VIII, interpreting them with a 
Surrealist flavour. As the only 
Scot, Denzil ‘observed’ the par¬ 
liamentary by-election con¬ 
tested unsuccessfully in 1938 
by the Duchess of Atholl on her 
home turf as an independent 
opposed to appeasement and 
non-intervention in Spain. 

He had spent the summer of 
1936 in Berlin at the time of 
Hitler’s Olympics, which he 
did not attend. He participated 
in Mass Observation’s cele¬ 
brated study of ‘Worktown’ - 
Bolton - with Humphrey Jen¬ 
nings, William Coldstream, 
Humphrey Spender and others 
in 1937-8. 

Denzil matriculated with a 
‘double first’ in 1939 and was 
immediately called up into the 
army. While training in Lan¬ 
cashire he met a local art 
teacher, Ruth Rawcliffe, some 
years his senior, whom he was 
to marry after the war. Most of 
the war he spent in India and 
Ceylon attached to Louis 
Mountbatten’s South East Asia 
Command, and subsequently in 
Germany - apparently dry 


years from a poetic point of 
view. 

Married in 1946 while still in 
uniform, he remained in touch 
with his Oxford friend Denis 
Healey and envisaged a career 
in politics, for which he pre¬ 
pared by starting as a journalist 
on The Scotsman. 

He reviewed for the paper 
much of the first Edinburgh 
Festival in 1947. But now with 
a young family he decided on a 
more secure and better paid ca¬ 
reer in the Foreign Office. His 
early colleagues there included 
Guy Burgess, the notorious spy, 
and Robert Conquest, the 
poet/historian and latterly 
scourge of communism, whom 
he had known at Oxford. 

Postings followed to Bul¬ 
garia, New York, Paris, Buenos 
Aires, the Congo, Spain, Lon¬ 
don, Mexico, and Senegal 
(where he was widowed). The 
most dramatic was as British 
consul in the secessionist Con¬ 
golese province of Katanga in 
1960-2 at the time of active 
United Nations military opera¬ 
tions there under Conor Cruise 
O’Brien. 

The two were able to estab¬ 
lish a rapport based on shared 
literary interests, but Denzil 
later countered O’Brien’s 
apologia To Katanga and Back 
with his own To Katanga and 
On. He was waiting on the tar¬ 
mac when Hammarskjold’s 
plane failed to arrive. Some of 
these postings inspired poems - 
his poem Reflections, inspired 
by the Seine, was published in 


the Saltire Review in 1955 dur¬ 
ing his years in Paris. 

In all of these postings my 
parents made contact with local 
artists and writers - for exam¬ 
ple they got to know Borges in 
Argentina. 

Retiring from the Foreign 
Office in 1976, Denzil became 
for a few years the London rep¬ 
resentative of the Scottish De¬ 
velopment Agency, described 
in The Scotsman as ‘Scotland’s 
man in London’. 

He bought a cottage near his 
sister in East Lothian, an alter¬ 
native base to his London 
home, and began more actively 
to resume his poetical career, 
winning a competition organ¬ 
ised by the poet Steven Zivadin 
for poems employing the ‘Ana- 
rhyme’ - an example being 
Denzil’s Hymn to the Creator, 
beginning ‘Strict/Rector/Still 
create/ - What our sullen/Si- 
lence/Almost annuls - You 
large scheme/of 

cosmic/Music.’ 

To the non-specialist such as 
myself the inspiration of his 
early loves - such as Auden, 
Eliot, Spender and Gerald 
Manley Hopkins - also seems 
evident. His first collection - 
Bird-Poems - some of them al¬ 
most sound-poems imitating 
birds - was published in 1989, 
with woodcut illustration by 
Hullmuth Weissenborn, friend 
of sound-poet Kurt Schwitters, 
who had also illustrated the 
world of Seamus Heaney. The 
Weight of Shadows - poems de¬ 
scriptive and religious fol¬ 


lowed, and Wounds in 2006, il¬ 
lustrated by Guy Heathering- 
ton, in which Denzil explains in 
the poem Rain’s Perfection, 
Main’s Imperfection that ‘It is 
through wounds that we 
breath’. Contemporary prize¬ 
winning poet Robert Robinson 
wrote to me that ‘I was very 
impressed by the originality 
and modernity of the poetry, 
which is full of striking memo¬ 
rable images’. 

A collection mainly from the 
1950s, The Patterns of the 
Dark, remains unpublished. 
Other activities in retirement 
included promoting anti-slav¬ 
ery (which he had observed in 
West Africa), chairmanship of 
the West London Chess Club 
and - an interest in politics re- 
emerging - standing (unsuc¬ 
cessfully) for election as a 
Lib-Dem councillor. 

In 1983 he wrote a very 
scholarly paper published in 
The Journal of International 
Affairs attacking Thatcher’s 
stance on the Falklands, called 
Self-determination and the 
Falklands. 

The publisher’s ‘blurb’ (au¬ 
thor unknown) on the back of 
Weight of Shadows concludes: 
‘This is a beautiful collection 
from a poet who loves Scotland 
and its changing faces. Deeply 
influenced by the forms of ar¬ 
chitecture and geology around 
him, Denzil Dunnett forges 
links between the natural and 
the artificial worlds in a suc¬ 
cessful marriage of poetry and 
philosophy’.

Muslim leaders 
unite to condemn 
terrorist outrage

LONDON’S Imams and 
mosque leaders of both 
Shia and Sunni denomina¬ 
tions have condemned 
Daesh terrorists for the 
Brussels attacks and say 
the bombers “do not repre¬ 
sent anyone except them¬ 
selves”. 

One hundred Muslim leaders 
have put their names to a state¬ 
ment, praising the police and 
calling for all communities to 
stand together. They have or¬ 
dered that the wave of terror¬ 
ism must not cause division. 

“Our deepest condolences 
are with the family and friends 
of the victims of the Brussels 
bombings and similar horrors 
unleashed on innocent people 
in Istanbul and Ankara last 
week,” state the religious lead¬ 
ers. 

“We are horrified by what 
has happened in recent weeks, 
and Britain’s faith communities 
are united in condemnation 
against these appalling acts. 

“The perpetrators do not rep¬ 
resent anybody but themselves, 
and unfortunately events such 
as these often result in an in¬ 
crease in racial and religious 
hate crime. We urge all com¬ 
munities to stand firm with 
compassion and solidarity, and 
to not engage in hateful or di¬ 


visive language. We must not 
let terrorists divide us. 

“The police and security 
services do an incredible job 
working tirelessly to keep us 
safe. As members of Britain’s 
faith communities we applaud 
that work, and call for fully en¬ 
gaged and integrated approach 
to tackling all forms of terror¬ 
ism, violence and hatred.” 

The statement came after a 
group of scholars, Imams and 
mosque leaders of Shia and 
Sunni denominations returned 
from the first-ever fact-finding 
visit by British Muslim reli¬ 
gious leaders. They travelled to 
Iraq to witness first-hand the 
front line efforts against Daesh. 

Against the backdrop of the 
terrorist attacks in Brussels 
eight delegates from the Mus¬ 
lim community said they will 
take their learnings back to 
their respective communities. 
They explained they will use 
these to help “counter the 
myths and distorted perception 
of Islam, which extremists use 
as a way of creating tensions 
and recruiting followers”. 

One of the leaders of the Iraq 
expedition, Director of the 
Faiths Forum for London, 
Mustafa Field MBE, said: “I 
have just recently seen first¬ 
hand in Iraq the daily atrocities 
caused by Daesh. Although 
they are losing ground in Iraq, 
they continue to spread decep¬ 
tion and lies designed to desta¬ 
bilise societies. 


“We must all come together 
to prove to the terrorists that 
they will fail.” 

“We as a global community 
are stronger than them because 
of tolerance and understanding 
and at a time like this it is im¬ 
portant that we recognise that 
these are central pillars to all 
major faiths, including Islam.” 

“As a group of British Mus¬ 
lim leaders we remain commit¬ 
ted to building unity and 
cohesion within our communi¬ 
ties.” 

The visit was organised by 
the Ramadhan Foundation, and 
Markazi Jammat Ahlul Sunnah, 
one of the oldest umbrella bod¬ 
ies for Sunni Muslim religious 
leaders and workers in Britain, 
with significant influence in 
over 300 mosques, and Islamic 
Centre in the UK. 

The delegation included:

Breaking snooze: how 
to help stressed dogs

BOW Wow Row Your Boat, 
Old Mutt Donald Had A 
Flea and Mary Had A Little 
Bone are among songs that 
are now music to the ears of 
residents of Battersea Dogs 
Home as staff have started 
playing them lullabies to 
help them cope with their 
stay. 

The home has introduced 
soothing nursery rhymes so that 
hundreds of their homeless ca¬ 
nines can enjoy an afternoon 
snooze. The world-famous res¬ 
cue has taken a tip from the 
continent and has introduced a 
daily Siesta Time to reduce the 
stress levels of its dogs. 

“Siesta Time is a golden hour 
in Battersea’s kennels where the 
lights are turned off, soothing 
lullabies are turned on, and all 
staff and volunteers must ad¬ 
here to the ‘do not disturb’ 
mantra,” said a spokeswoman. 

“It is the ultimate calming 
and relaxation period for the 
dogs that struggle to get shut¬ 
eye, enabling the most worried 
Battersea dogs to doze in con¬ 
tentment.”

The introduction of lullabies 
follows research conducted by 
the charity that tested and meas¬ 
ured the stress levels of dogs 
when they first arrived at the 
rescue centre. 

Ali Taylor, Head of Canine 
Behaviour Training at Battersea 
said: “Often dogs are at their 
most stressed when they first ar¬ 
rive at Battersea. Kennels can 
be a very alien environment for 
a dog, especially if it’s a pet 
that’s come from a family 
home. 

“We’ll try anything we can to 
help minimise their anxiety dur¬ 
ing their stay with us - which is 
how Siesta Time came about. If 


you’re a dog owner you might 
notice how often your dog will 
sleep during the day, but the 
dogs here struggle to relax 
when they’re surrounded by so 
much noise in the kennels.” 

Battersea measured the im¬ 
pact of Siesta Time based on 
three factors - barking, jumping 
up and stress-related behav¬ 
iours. Staff observed how dogs 
behaved before and after Siesta 
Time, noticing after just a few 
days the positive effect the mid¬ 
day kip in kennels was having. 

Ali added: “It’s amazing 
what a small but practical idea 
can do for the welfare of our 
dogs. We’ve definitely noticed 
a change in our kennels, there’s 
less barking and the dogs are 
generally a lot calmer because 
of it. 

“They know when Siesta 
Time is coming and many of 
them are already in their beds 
before the lights are off. We re¬ 
homed more dogs in January 
this year than we have in any 
other month over the last two 
years. That might not directly 
be because of Siesta Time, but 
the programme is certainly 
helping our dogs’ relax and that 
ultimately means they’ll find 
loving homes faster.”

SOME of Westway Trust’s key 
aspirations for good health and 
wellbeing are to enable health¬ 
ier behaviours and encourage 
physical activity, particularly 
among groups that currently 
aren’t very active. 

In North Kensington less 
than a third of people currently 
achieve 30 minutes of exercise 
a week. Older people in partic¬ 
ular tend to be more inactive 
and the benefits to them of 
changing that are numerous 
and well known. 

Just in the last month two 
new pieces of research have 
shown how important it is for 
older people to do even a small 
amount of exercise. 

One study, from the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania, found that 
just ten minutes activity a week 
could lengthen the life of an 
older person, and another, from 
the University of Miami, found 
that being active can delay the 
ageing of the brain by up to a 
decade. 

Research we’ve done locally 
made it clear that the barriers 
for older people here are a per¬ 
ceived lack of local opportuni¬ 
ties, sessions at the wrong time 
of day and the wrong types of 
exercise. 

So, we’ve joined a partner-

ship of local organisations, in¬ 
cluding the Royal Borough’s 
Leisure Services, Open Age, 
EPIC CIC, Age UK Kensing¬ 
ton & Chelsea, The Venture 
Centre, Dalgarno Trust and the 
Canalside Activity Centre, to 
encourage greater activity 
among families and the over- 
50s. 

Called “Go Generation”, this 
partnership over the next three 
years plans to get 1,800 inac¬ 


tive North Kensington resi¬ 
dents doing at least half an 
hour’s activity each week. 

We hope that by offering ac¬ 
tivities like table tennis, canoe¬ 
ing, tennis, bowls, swimming 
and by getting the sessions as 
close to people’s homes as pos¬ 
sible we can overcome these 
barriers and support families 
and older people in our com¬ 
munity. 

We want to promote accessi¬ 
ble, informal exercise and we’ll 
be learning along the way as to 
what works and what can im¬ 
prove. 

I hope too this project can 
act as a template for more part¬ 
nerships with community or¬ 
ganisations operating in North 
Kensington and the rest of the 
Royal Borough. 

Where we have facilities and 
expertise, we can use them to 
bring ideas from the commu¬ 
nity to life. In this case, that 
Westway Trust being able to 
lever investment from Sport 
England by developing a bid 
based on combining the net¬ 
works and insight from partner¬ 
ing organisations to reach 
under-represented groups with 
our facilities and expertise in 
sports and fitness. 

In other cases we offer ad¬ 


vice, or space, or simply act as a 
hub for other organisations to 
come together. 

There is an incredible network 
of community organisations in 
the area and when an issue or an 
idea emerges it’s not long before 
someone or some group has 
sprung up to respond to it. 

We don’t have the expertise to 
solve every local challenge but I 
believe Westway Trust is a sig¬ 
nificant asset for the community 
and there is nothing more excit¬ 
ing for us than supporting an in¬ 
novative new community project 


and helping it grow and succeed. 

Building strong partnerships 
large and small will be key to de¬ 
livering our future aspirations; 
hopefully you’ll be aware that 
we have recently moved to the 
next stage of our proposal to 
partner with a sports specialist to 
deliver our wider sports and fit¬ 
ness vision. 

We believe that if done well, 
bringing in a large-scale, com¬ 
munity-focused organisation, 
that can combine its own expert¬ 
ise in the field with our decades 
of local knowledge and engage¬ 


ment, will protect what makes 
Westway Sports and Fitness so 
valuable to the community, while 
also allowing significant invest¬ 
ment in future improvements and 
new facilities. 

There is still much to be de¬ 
cided on all of this and I hope 
that people will get in touch with 
ideas for getting more families 
and older people active and for 
partnerships to deliver innova¬ 
tive new projects locally. I’d 
also welcome your thoughts 
about our proposed new sports 
partnership.

Court ruling boosts market traders 


MARKET traders in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush say a court ruling 
to overturn a controversial gov¬ 
ernment decision on the site’s 
redevelopment is a “beacon of 
hope” for stallholders. 

Traders were celebrating a 
major victory last week after a 
compulsory purchase order im¬ 
posed on the market by the for¬ 
mer minister Eric Pickles was 
overturned in the Court of Ap¬ 
peal. 

A public inquiry 2014 found 
that developer Orion’s plans for 
Shepherd’s Bush Market did 
not offer sufficient guarantees 
and safeguards for traders - but 
Mr Pickles overruled his own 
inspector’s recommendation 


that the plans should be re¬ 
jected. 

This decision has now been 
overruled in the Court of Ap¬ 
peal, offering traders a tempo¬ 
rary reprieve in their fight to 
protect the market’s future. 

James Horada, chairman of 
the Shepherd’s Bush Market 
Tenants’ Association, said: 
“The judgement is a beacon of 
hope for the long-standing 
businesses of Shepherd’s Bush 
Market. 

“These precious market 
businesses need to be valued 
and cradled. The tenants of 
Shepherd’s Bush Market de¬ 
serve justice and these develop¬ 
ers must not be allowed to 


damage our businesses any 
longer.” 

Hammersmith MP Andy 
Slaughter, who supported the 
traders’ court appeal, added: 
“This is a fantastic outcome for 
everyone who shops and works 
in Shepherd’s Bush Market and 
for all Londoners fighting to 
save traditional markets from 
faceless developments. 

“This is a major step towards 
saving this 100-year-old mar¬ 
ket for future generations.” 

Orion has said its regenera¬ 
tion plans for the area will cre¬ 
ate new homes and 
opportunities for start-up busi¬ 
nesses, while “rejuvenating” 
the market.

Refusing to ignore people in crisis 
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Moped terror 
pair plotted 
gun attack on 
police station

TERRORIST conspirators 
have been convicted after 
plotting a ‘drive-by’ attack 
on the streets of Shepherd’s 
Bush. 

Tarik Hassane and Suhaib 
Majeed were convicted of con¬ 
spiring to commit a terrorist 
murder and two other men 
pleaded guilty to firearms of¬ 
fences. 

Counter terrorism investiga¬ 
tors foiled the plot after internet 
records showed that the men 
were targeting Shepherd’s Bush 
police station and the Parachute 
Regiment Territorial Army Cen¬ 
tre in White City. 

Police said 22-year-old Has¬ 
sane, of Dalgarno Way, Lad- 
broke Grove, and 21-year-old 
Majeed, of the Church Street 
Estate in Marylebone, were the 
central figures in the “murder¬ 
ous” plot. 

They intended to target police 
officers or members of the mil¬ 
itary before escaping on a 
moped, Met investigators said. 

Nyall Hamlett, 25, of Great 
Western Road, Notting Hill, and 
Nathan Cuffy, 26, of Dartmouth 
Close, Notting Hill, were also 
involved in planning the attack 
but were found not guilty of 
conspiring to commit a terrorist 
murder. They both admitted to 
firearms offences. 

The convictions come amid 
fears that London could be the 
next major European city to be 
targeted by terrorists, following 
the attacks in Brussels last Mon¬ 
day, March 21. 

Commander Dean Hay don, 
head of the Met’s counter terror¬ 
ism command, said: “Our prior¬ 
ity as always was ensuring the 


public’s safety by preventing 
these four very dangerous men, 
two of whom intended to carry 
out a terrorist atrocity in Lon¬ 
don. 

“They were planning to target 
police or military personnel be¬ 
fore escaping on a moped, but 
members of the public also 
could have been victims had 
their plans not been thwarted.” 

Hassane is thought to have 
been the leader of the group, 
having pledged an oath of alle¬ 
giance to Islamic State in July 
2014. 

A medical student known to 
friends as ‘The Surgeon’, he 
was studying in the Sudan when 
his accomplices were arrested in 
September 2014. 

When he returned to the UK 
he continued to research the po¬ 
lice station and TA centre using 
Google Maps. 

Following Hassane’s arrest in 
October 2014, police were able 
to uncover the full extent of the 
plot, seizing five firearms and 
ammunition. 

They also found hundreds of 
devices including graphic im¬ 
ages of beheadings and other 
material indicating support for 
Islamic State. 

Commander Hay don added: 
“During this investigation my 
officers worked closely with 
colleagues from [gang crime 
unit] Trident resulting in five 
guns, all with ammunition, 
being taken out of circulation. 

“Subsequently they worked 
hard with the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service to gather and pres¬ 
ent the best possible evidence 
for court, ensuring these men 
were taken off the streets and 
could no longer pose a risk to 
public safety.” 

A date for sentencing has not 
yet been set.

Met spends £llm reinforcing its armoury 


ISIS terrorists plotting any 
Brussels-style attack on Lon¬ 
don will now face the most 
fearsome and lethal firepower 
ever assembled to protect the 
streets of Britain. 

Scotland Yard has ordered 
an extra £11.2 million worth of 
guns and equipment to further 
arm the 2,800 counter-terror 
police patrolling the capital 
with agents from MI5, MI6 
and the shoot-to-kill force of 
crack troops from the SAS, the 
Special Boat Squadron and the 
clandestine Special Reconnais¬ 
sance Regiment. 

All of the armed police are 
understood to now be under 


the same orders as those given 
to the special services, to “take 
swift action to neutralise ter¬ 
rorists” with no negotiation. 

Scotland Yard made the re¬ 
quest to buy the latest guns and 
tactical equipment before the 
bomb attacks in Brussels. 

Due to the size of the re¬ 
quested new arsenal, the re¬ 
quest has to be signed off by 
the Mayor’s Office for Polic¬ 
ing and Crime. The Met has 
confirmed that if MOPAC does 
not give the go-ahead, it will 
buy the new guns and kit from 
its own budget. 

The move to significantly 
strengthen the Met’s firepower 


comes after Commissioner Sir 
Bernard Hogan-Howe an¬ 
nounced in January that he is 
putting an extra 600 armed of¬ 
ficers on the streets. 

Commenting on the move to 
buy the latest weaponry, a Met 
spokesman told the Evening 
Standard : “The Commissioner 
has previously committed to 
increasing the number of 
firearms officers and this pro¬ 
vides the necessary equipment. 

“We are in continuing dis¬ 
cussions re additional counter¬ 
terrorism funding and our 
planning assumption is that the 
additional kit will be funded 
from the additional counter¬ 


terrorism money announced in 
the budget. 

“Should this not be the case 
we will manage the expendi¬ 
ture from within our existing 
budget.” 

It is expected that the Met 
request will be given the green 
light after London’s deputy 
mayor for policing Stephen 
Greenhalgh said: “Budgets 
shouldn’t be a barrier to ensur¬ 
ing we keep our capital safe. 
Having enough armed re¬ 
sponse vehicles is critical for 
dealing with the kind of ma¬ 
rauding attacks we’re talking 
about.” 

Ken Marsh, chairman of the 


Metropolitan Police Federa¬ 
tion, told the Standard : 
“There’s large amounts of 
weapons required, there’s a lot 
of tactical equipment needed 
based on that as well. 

“Not only hand weapons are 
needed, but obviously auto¬ 
matic deployment. It’s para¬ 
mount that we get the 
equipment.” 

Mr Marsh added: “We are at 
a heightened state, we are 
ready and capable as we speak, 
but there’s other equipment 
available that has been recog¬ 
nised as being needed and 
we’ll hopefully get that as soon 
as possible.”

In 2014 there 
were 2,572 TB cases reported in 
London and while this has been 
a 15 per cent decrease from 
2013, and a 26 per cent drop 
from 2012, rates remain highest 
in London compared to the rest 
of the UK. 

Thompson said:"The scale of 
TB in a world class city like 
London is truly alarming and 
World TB Day is a great 
opportunity to get informed 
about and see a doctor if you 
have any concerns.".

Mayor: third runway at Heathrow 
‘astonishing cost to public health’

A NEW report published 
by the Mayor of London 
has revealed what he 
claims is “the astonishing 
cost to the health of Lon¬ 
doners” of a third runway 
at Heathrow. 

Boris Johnson’s office 
claims that “despite the own¬ 
ers’ bold claims about the po¬ 
tential of improved technology 
and quieter engines, building a 
new runway would fail to cur¬ 
tail the effect of the din of jet 
engines on local people. In fact 
it would unnecessarily expose 
124 more schools and 43,000 
school children to a level of air¬ 
craft noise proven to affect their 
level of reading and memory, 
than if the airport were to re¬ 
main with two runways.” 

The report also reveals that 
the long term health effects of 
exposure to the extra noise 
caused by a third runway would 
be valued at what Mr Johnson 
says is “a staggering £20billion 
to £25billion over 60 years”. 

The mayor said that there 
was no silver bullet for 
Heathrow’s noise nightmare 
and that the only credible solu¬ 
tion to Britain’s aviation 
dilemma was to pursue plans 
for a new hub airport to the east 
of the capital, away from pop¬ 
ulated areas. 

In his new report, called 
Landing the right airport, the 
mayor’s team set out what they 


see as “the overwhelming case 
against the expansion of 
Heathrow” - and the logic be¬ 
hind building a four-runway 
hub to the east of London. 

Key points made included: 

■ All sides agree, at least half 
a million people will be ex¬ 
posed to a significant level of 
noise from a third runway - 
more than the five main rival 
European airports combined. 
And if flight routing is not op¬ 
timised then that figure reaches 
nearer one million people. 

■ An analysis of evidence pro¬ 
vided by the Airports Commis-'' 
sion reveals that on a 
like-for-like basis a third run¬ 
way would expose 124 more 
schools and 43,200 more 
schoolchildren to an unaccept¬ 
able level of noise compared to 
no expansion. 

■ Guidance published by the 
Department for Transport in 
December has allowed the 
mayor’s team to calculate the 
health impact of an expanded 
Heathrow as costing £20billion 
to £25billion over 60 years. 
That reflects the increased risk 
of heart attack, stroke, demen¬ 
tia and other disorders shown to 
be linked to prolonged expo¬ 
sure to aircraft noise. 

■ A third runway will mean 
more than double the number 
of surface access journeys to 
and from the airport - and in 
order to keep the numbers on 
the road manageable, the com¬ 
mission’s own consultants pro¬ 
pose that an airport access 
charge of £20 to £40 for every 



car/taxi could be needed. That 
would in turn mean the number 
of public transport journeys to 
and from the airport would 
jump from around 80,000 a day 
now to over 300,000 a day. 
That scale of demand could not 
be accommodated without 
major unbudgeted investment 
in rail infrastructure. 

■ An expansion at Heathrow 
would require the airport to 
triple its debt and equity levels. 
That would be an unprece¬ 
dented level of debt for a pri¬ 
vate airport and the 
Government would almost cer¬ 
tainly need to step in to secure 
their funding. 

■ The Airports Commission’s 
own data reveals a three-run¬ 
way Heathrow would be full in 
2030 and subject to the same 
problems of congestion and de¬ 
lays that the airport faces 
today - and with little improve¬ 
ment in connectivity that UK 
business so clearly needs. 


■ Only a four-runway hub air¬ 
port in one of several potential 
locations to the east of London 
has any chance of being built 
and delivering the increase in 
connectivity the UK requires. A 
hub to the east of London 
would spur regeneration and 
new housing, contribute 
£92billion to the UK economy 
by 2050 and support 336,000 
jobs around the country. 

Mr Johnson stressed: “There 
is no silver bullet for the noise 
nightmare of a third runway at 
Heathrow and any approval of 
expansion would clearly result 
in decades of legal challenges.” 

The mayor added: “Its 
cramped urban location simply 
cannot accommodate the kind 
of airport this country requires 
to compete on the global stage 
and the cost to the taxpayer of 
necessary road and rail connec¬ 
tions would be huge, however 
well disguised. 

“That means the Govern¬ 


ment has a bold decision to 
make - but not a difficult one. 
They must surely finally recog¬ 
nise that the only long term vi¬ 
sion that sustains our economy 
and safeguards our health is to 
build a four runway hub airport 
at the Thames Estuary or 
Stansted.” 

The mayor’s report also ar¬ 
gues passionately that a second 
runway at Gatwick would not 
be the answer to the UK’s avi¬ 
ation problems. 

The report claims: “It has al¬ 
ready benefited from the con¬ 
straints at Heathrow and offers 
useful links to overseas hubs 
and holiday destinations. But 
even the Airports Commission 
belatedly recognised that the 
delivery of a hub airport must 
be the aim. A second runway at 
Gatwick would not give us that 
hub. 

“In December 2015 the Gov¬ 
ernment rightly recognised that 
it did not have the evidence to 
be able to justify an expansion 
of Heathrow. 

“The mayor is now calling 
on them to consider the full 
range of credible alternatives. 
They will need to face down 
the vested interests who are set 
on an expansion of Heathrow 
that is not in the national inter¬ 
est. 

“But he is clear that in order 
to secure the connectivity 
needed to support future 
growth and prosperity, and 
without a dire impact on public 
health, we must do better than 
Heathrow.” 


Action call for 
disabled travel 

THE London Assembly wants 
more to be done to help 
disabled people get about the 
city. 

More than a million Londoners 
have a hearing loss and about 
175,000 Londoners live with 
sight loss. Everyday, 1.3 million 
journeys are made by disabled 
people - in London alone. 

The assembly's transport 
committee has conducted an 
investigation into how these 
problems could be dealt with 
and what needs to be done to 
make London more accessible. 
The committee's report, Leading 
the Way: Travelling with a sensory 
impairment in London, wants: 

■ Increased enforcement against 
private hire operators and drivers 
who refuse to accept passengers 
with assistance dogs, and 
facilitating complaints from 
passengers who have 
experienced this problem. 

■ Improved provision of real¬ 
time travel information across 
the network, in formats 
accessible for people with a 
sensory impairment. 

■ Ensuring greater consistency 
in bus design, including the 
availability of hearing loops and 
providing clearer, accessible 
signage. 

■ Using technology to making it 
easier for visually impaired bus 
passengers to identify the bus 
they need to board. 

■ Working with boroughs to 
remove excess street clutter from 
London's pavements, while 
applying consistent guidance to 
ensure'shared space' 
environments are safe for 
pedestrians with a sensory 
impairment, including assistance 
dog users. 

Valerie Shawcross, chair of the 
transport committee said:"One 
of the most concerning issues is 
where private hire drivers or 
minicabs have illegally refused to 
accept passengers with an 
assistance dog. Even if it only 
happens in a minority of cases, 
this reduces the confidence of 
people with a sensory 
impairment that they can travel 
around London independently. 

"The number of prosecutions 
pursued by TfL seems 
implausibly low, given the 
evidence the committee has 
heard about the problem. People 
with a sensory impairment can't 
be the last people sitting on the 
bus or the train. London must 
have a truly accessible transport 
network that reflects the needs 
of the sensory impaired at every 
stage." 

Westminster’s 
Oscar winners 

TWO graduates from the 
University of Westminster won 
Oscars at the glittering 
Hollywood ceremony last month. 

Asif Kapadia won Best 
Documentary Feature for Amy, 
which concerned the life of the 
late singer songwriter Amy 
Winehouse, while Stutterer, 
produced by film graduate Shan 
Christopher Ogilvie, won the 
best Live Action Short Film 
category. The university heaped 
praise on both winners, saying 
they were an inspiration and role 
models to its current crop of 
students. 

Mr Kapadia graduated from 
the University of Westminster in 
1994 and has directed several 
award-winning films, including 
the 2010 documentary Senna, 
which won the World Cinema 
Audience Award Documentary at 
the Sundance Film Festival 2011.

Pay, pensions 
and petrol 
top priority

AS George Osborne was 
delivering his Budget be¬ 
fore Easter, Londoners 
posed with their own 
Budget boxes in front of 
Parliament and revealed 
their financial priorities for 
the fiuture. 

The participants were all 
members of Noddle - a service 
where people can check their 
credit score for free, for life. A 
survey of 1,000 Noddle users 
found that the vast majority 
were engaged with the Budget, 
with over 95 per cent watching, 
listening or reading about it ei¬ 
ther at the time or shortly after¬ 
wards to find out how they 
would be affected. 

When asked what they would 
like to see in Mr Osborne’s 
plans, the most popular re¬ 
sponse, selected by more than 
seven in 10 respondents, was a 
change to the tax-free personal 
allowance, meaning people can 


earn more before starting to pay 
tax. Petrol prices are still a big 
issue for consumers, with a cut 
to or freeze on fuel duty listed 
as a priority by 43 per cent of 
Noddle users. This was very 
closely followed by wanting no 
change to pensions, meaning a 
tax-free lump sum can still be 
taken at 55, selected by 42 per 
cent of people. 

Clearly, petrol prices, pay be¬ 
fore tax and pensions are top 
priorities for the public - their 
‘three Ps’. In response the 
Chancellor delivered a freeze in 
fuel duty, no mention of pen¬ 
sions, and a promise to crack 
down on tax evasion, a move 
expected to rake in £12 billion. 

When Noddle users were 
asked what they would like to 
see for the country in future 
Budgets, greater enforcement of 
taxes on big business by the 
Government was listed by a 
massive 74 per cent of those 
who answered the survey. Two- 
thirds of people wanted to see 
more funding for the NHS, and 
just over half (51 per cent) 


wanted to see greater invest¬ 
ment in mental health services. 

More support for people 
wanting to buy their own home 
was still listed as a priority by 
over a quarter of Noddle users 
(26 per cent), despite the Gov¬ 
ernment having already intro¬ 
duced a number of measures in 
recent years to support people 
on to the housing ladder. 


Less popular was infrastruc¬ 
ture spending, with just 16 per 
cent of people saying that they’d 
like to see more spending on 
projects such as HS2. 

Jacqueline Dewey, managing 
director at Noddle, said: “Peo¬ 
ple told us their main concerns 
for the Budget were the three 
Ps: pay, and earning more be¬ 
fore tax; petrol prices; and pen¬ 


sions. At a country-wide level, 
the public told us that they want 
the Government to do more to 
tackle tax avoidance by big 
business. However, it’s clear 
that funding for health services 
is also a big concern. 

“Noddle is focused on help¬ 
ing everyone improve their fi¬ 
nancial health, so we wanted to 
get a snapshot of what the pub¬ 


lic was looking for from the 
Budget. 

“We don’t know if the Chan¬ 
cellor will have met the aspira¬ 
tions of all our customers, but 
all of us can do our own budget 
planning. Checking your credit 
score is one way to keep on top 
of your finances and this can be 
done for free, for life with Nod¬ 
dle.”

Cost-cutting 
jeopardises 
historic role 
of the BBC

FEARS are growing that 
the BBC’s long and tradi- 
tionally-unparalleled cover¬ 
age of The Queen and the 
Royal Family could be 
threatened by savings 
forced on the nation’s 
favourite broadcaster by the 
cuts-obsessed Government. 

Although in TV circles the 
experts agree that “nobody does 
it better” than the BBC when it 
comes to in-depth but affection¬ 
ate films of the monarchy, such 
are the deep cutbacks that the 
Corporation is having to make 
that even the royal desk at its 
news division could be hit by 
the drastic pruning of its televi¬ 
sion budget. 

With the Government bend¬ 
ing the BBC’s arm to make it 
find savings running into hun¬ 
dreds of millions of pounds and 
Culture Secretary John Whit- 
tingdale indicating that he 
would like to see some sort of 
state control over who runs the 
BBC, by appointing Govern¬ 
ment-approved non-executives 
to its governing board, few at 
Broadcasting House are entirely 
confident that royal coverage 
will be ring-fenced. 

Instead, TV executives fear 
that the BBC will be left with 
little money to be able to con¬ 
tinue to afford sending news 
crews to accompany members 
of the Royal Family on trips 
abroad and a tightening budget 
could mean far fewer of the 
royal documentaries at which 
the BBC excels at making but 
which are expensive to produce 
because of the months they can 
take to film. 

The threat is worsened be¬ 
cause the Government openly 
favours private enterprise over 
public institutions and commer¬ 
cial broadcasters ITV and Sky 
avidly clamour to secure the 
rights to as many royal pro¬ 
grammes as possible because 
they are so lucrative in foreign 
sales. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
the Royal Family sells, pro¬ 
grammes on the royals tend to 
draw a large audience,” said one 
TV executive. 

“If ITV or Sky can land a big 
royal exclusive, and ITV has 
landed many recently, and with 
more to come, then they can 
command rich returns in adver¬ 
tising. 

“One fear at the BBC is that 
if the Government can privatise 
sections of the NHS, as it has 
done, what is to stop it effecting 


the privatisation of parts of the 
BBC’s traditional output, like its 
royal coverage? 

“Royal programmes which 
have for so long been such an 
important part of the BBC’s 
coverage could go the same way 
as much of the sport has done, 
taken over exclusively by the 
commercial rivals.” 

The BBC’s now-precarious 
situation has not been helped 
much by members of the royal 
family recently giving exclusive 
access to ITV. 

“ITV won a big scoop earlier 
in the year when Ant and Dec 
fronted the film that marked the 
40th anniversary of the Prince’s 
Trust,” said the executive. 

“ITV scooped the Beeb again 
over the weekend with the re¬ 
markable Our Queen At Ninety 
documentary, with an unprece¬ 
dented number of members of 
the Royal Family taking part. 
Then, because he’s got pals at 
ITV News, Prince William has 
been giving exclusive inter¬ 
views to them, and ITV has also 
landed the exclusive coverage 
of the pageant at Windsor next 
month to celebrate Her 
Majesty’s 90th birthday, again 
presented by Ant and Dec. 

“There is of course the opin¬ 
ion that presenters of celebrity 
and variety shows may not give 
programmes about the royals 
quite the same gravitas as, say, 
a Dimbleby or an Attenborough, 
but perhaps Buckingham Palace 
does not want just gravitas any¬ 
more, perhaps it wants populism 
too. 

“But either way, with ITV be¬ 
coming the new flavour of the 
month at the palace, it’s becom¬ 
ing increasingly harder for the 
BBC to command its old crown 
as king of royal telly and unless 
the BBC gets a big break soon it 
may have to start seriously con¬ 
sidering whether to leave all of 
the royal coverage to the com¬ 
mercial channels. 

“That would be a shame be¬ 
cause when it comes to im¬ 
portant state events the TV t 
audience has traditionally m 
always turned to the Beeb.” M

BBC bosses are hinting 
that they have an outstand- ^ 
ing royal film up their ^ 
sleeves which they plan to 1 
screen this summer around 
blanket, all-channels coverage 
of The Queen’s 90th birthday 
celebrations. 

The birthday documentary is 


so special that at present the 
BBC is giving no details of its 
content nor broadcast date, but 
insiders say it will captivate the 
nation and Charlotte Moore, 
Controller of BBCTV, pledges 
that it will be “landmark” stuff. 

Indeed, Ms Moore claims that 
none of the BBC’s rivals will be 
able to hold a candle to what it 
has planned. 

“The BBC is offering an un¬ 
rivalled range and breadth of 
programmes to mark Her 
Majesty 90th birthday,” said Ms 
Moore. “This will include land¬ 
mark documentaries and exten¬ 
sive television coverage with 
special events marking the occa¬ 
sion. This is a significant mo¬ 
ment for the nation and the BBC 
will be right at the heart of the 
celebrations.” 

A BBC spokesman added: 
“We have planned a wide range 
of programming to mark Her 
Majesty The Queen’s 90th birth¬ 
day this year, including exten¬ 


sive coverage of key events, the 
landmark BBC One documen¬ 
tary and specially made pro¬ 
grammes across other outlets, 
both here and overseas. 

“BBC One will broadcast 
three days of live events to mark 
The Queen’s official 90th birth¬ 
day, beginning on Friday, June 
10 with a service of thanksgiv¬ 
ing at St Paul’s Cathedral. There 
will be the traditional display of 
pageantry of The Queen’s Birth¬ 
day Parade on Saturday, June 
lion Horse Guards Parade, cul¬ 
minating with members of The 
Royal Family making their an¬ 
nual appearance on the balcony 
of Buckingham Palace to the de¬ 
light of thousands of people 
gathered along the Mall. 

“On Sunday, June 12, BBC 
One will broadcast a special cel¬ 
ebration taking place on The 
Mall to close the weekend of 
birthday celebrations. The 
iconic stretch will be trans¬ 
formed for The Patron’s Lunch 


with 10,000 people gathered to 
celebrate The Queen’s patron¬ 
age of over 600 charities and or¬ 
ganisations on the occasion of 
her 90th birthday. 

“Alongside coverage of these 
events, the BBC will broadcast 
a range of special programming 
including the BBC One docu¬ 
mentary, documentaries on 
Radio 2 and the World Service, 
and coverage on BBC News 
outlets around the country.” 

TV pundits are now wonder¬ 
ing whether “the landmark doc¬ 
umentary” may match Elizabeth 
R, the previously definitive 
royal film made for the BBC in 
1992 by stellar producer-direc¬ 
tor Eddie Mirzoeff. 

Elizabeth R was made to cel¬ 
ebrate the 40th anniversary of 
The Queen’s reign and was so 
ground-breaking that it was 
watched by 30 million viewers 
in the UK, the largest audience 
for a documentary in the history 
of British television. The Queen 
was so delighted by it that she 
gave a party at Buckingham 
Palace for the BBC crew. 

The behind-the-scenes film 
of the life of the royals came the 
closest that TV has ever come to 
getting an interview with The 
Queen, as Her Majesty provided 
a voiceover commentary. 

“We filmed from mid-1990 to 
1991 but when we got to the 
cutting room we were still try¬ 
ing to find a shape to the pro¬ 
gramme and I said to the palace 
‘you don’t know how much this 
would be improved by a per¬ 
sonal voice,” said Mirzoeff. 

“And then The Queen agreed 
to do it. There was just me, the 
sound recordist and her press 
secretary present. There was no 
camera there, it was just her 
talking. I said I just wanted to 
elaborate on a few things we 
had been filming and she was 
just terrific - we went away 
thinking, ‘this is magic!”’ 

The palace apparently felt the 
same. Without the intimidating 
presence of a camera, The 
Queen relaxed and revealed her 


thoughts, allowing an insight 
which was captivating and en¬ 
chanted viewers around the 
world. 

On going to Balmoral, Her 
Majesty revealed that “it’s 
rather nice to hibernate”; on the 
honours system she commented, 
“I think people need pats on the 
backs sometimes, it’s a very 
dingy world otherwise” and of 
her weekly meetings with prime 
ministers she observed, “They 
unburden themselves, I think it’s 
rather nice to feel that one’s a 
sort of sponge and everybody 
can come and tell one things. 
Occasionally, one is able to put 
one’s point of view, they may 
not have seen it from that 
angle.” 

“Eddie Mirzoeff was right, 
Elizabeth R was TV magic,” 
said a veteran producer, “it still 
stands as the sort of world-beat¬ 
ing royal stuff that the BBC 
does better than anyone if it is 
given half a chance and the 
budget. 

“Obviously the Royal Family 
have all sorts of advisers these 
days who are completely expert 
in knowing what is best for the 
monarchy and its depiction in 
the media and it is a shame that 
recently the BBC hasn’t been 
getting as much of a look-in as 
ITV and some foreign news 
channels. 

“Tony Hall [the BBC Direc¬ 
tor General] made a good point 
recently when he said that the 
BBC doesn’t belong to its staff 
or to the Government, but that it 
belongs to the people of Britain. 
They pay the licence fee and as 
he said, that makes them its 
shareholders. 

“It’s a bit the same with the 
monarchy, she is the Queen of 
the people, we’re her sharehold¬ 
ers. And when important occa¬ 
sions happen, the people look to 
the BBC to best provide the 
coverage of their Queen. 

“If the cuts that the BBC is 
being forced to make eventually 
mean that the BBC loses that 
role, the people will miss it.”

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B BC chiefs are keen to 
bring back tactless titan 
Alan Partridge in a new 
show that is set to terrify 
celebrities. 

TV bosses are eager to sign up 
to Steve Coogan’s new idea to 
make an Alan Partridge chat show 
which would challenge the nerves 
of the famous. 

More than 20 years after 
Coogan’s incompetent and 
offensive Little Englander won 
the adoration of the nation with 
the spoof chat show Knowing Me 
Knowing You - on which the 
Right winger Partridge 
interviewed “stars” played by 
actors - he is now considering 
bringing back the show, but with 
real celebrity guests. 

“We might do a real one, with 
real guests. We are having a 
think about it,” Coogan 
revealed to Channel 4 chat host 
Alan Carr. 

He added: “The thing is we 
really want to make fun of the 
guests in a way that is a bit 
edgy. 

“I interviewed Elton John 
once and made fun of his 
propensity of buying huge 
bouquets of flowers and being 
a gay ex-pothead. He was 
great. He wore his pink suit to 
look extra gay for us.” 

Insiders say the BBC is 
extremely interested in 
the plan, not least 
because the BAFTA- 
nominated Knowing 
Me Knowing You was 
a huge hit with 
viewers back in 1994. 

But the chat show 
could prove to be a 
nightmare for 
whomever wins the 
hapless job of being its 
guest booker. 

These days it is normal 
for many stars only to 
appear on chat shows once 
strict guidelines have been 
agreed with the celebrity’s PRs and 


management and that producers 
pledge that the host will not ask 
questions about recent scandals 
and private lives and will only talk 
about the film, play or book that 
the star is on the show to promote. 

Some years ago Ruby Wax 
hosted a chat show that broke the 
“gentlemen’s agreement” and would 
often come out with embarrassing 
and pointed questions that caused 
hilarity for the audience but made the 
hair of the stars’ PRs turn white. 

Since then, the cult of celebrity has 
become so strong that stars can now 


insist that they are not mocked or 
ridiculed in any way - but Partridge, 
with his poor taste and philistine self¬ 
promotion, would be the perfect tool 
to prick the bubble of pretension and 
BBC chiefs know that viewers would 
love it. 

But as the famous are traditionally 
made very nervous by the suggestion 
of interviews that are “edgy”, only 
one problem remains - are there 
enough celebs on the planet who are 
prepared to laugh at themselves in 
order to fill a whole series of Alan 
Partridge shows?

The red carpet at The Saatchi 
Gallery will be rolled out to await 
the arrival of Mick Jagger, Keith 
Richards, Charlie Watts, Ro nni e 
Wood and their partners, wives, 
children, grandchildren and a 
host of glittering guests for the 
much-anticipated opening of 
Exhibitionism, the story of the 
Stones told through a collection 
of more than 500 of their 
personal artefacts. 

Expect a huge crush as 
Stones fans and most of 
Europe’s entire press corps will 
be out in force to snap pix of 
the band attending the VIP 
party night of the archive that is 
tipped to be the greatest rock 
and roll bank in the world. 

Doubtless the most-hollered 
question from the hordes of 
fans and media will be, “When 
are you going to be playing in 
London?” 

Veteran Stones-watchers 
know that Sir Mick is far too 
artful a PR man to let slip a 
date for that long-overdue 
Let’s Spend The Knight 
Together yet, but as this July will 
mark the third year since the Stones 
have performed in their home town, 
the odds on a live show here soon 
are shortening fast. 

Although the Stones need no 
birthday or special occasion to mount 
a London concert, everyone likes an 
anniversary and as 2016 marks the 
40th year since “newcomer” Ronnie 
Wood officially joined the band that 
could suffice as reason enough for 
another giant show of glory like their 
2013 gigs in Hyde Park. 

In the meantime, fresh from their 
tour of Latin America, the Stones are 
said to be avidly keen to tour around 
the two floors of the gallery that will 
house the splendour of Exhibitionism, 
which will present what the press 
release promises to be “never before 
seen dressing room and backstage

paraphernalia, rare instruments; 
original stage designs, iconic

Although fans are expected to camp 
out from the night before in order to 
get a good spot to yell for an 
autograph, insiders say the band itself

become masters of the dramatic 
entrance for public appearances, 
arriving in everything from an open- 
top 50s Cadillac, playing on the back 
of an open-top truck, landing in a hot 
air balloon and, on the occasion of the 
wake at the 100 Club for their old pal 
and pianist Ian Stewart, taking 
everyone by surprise by arriving in a 
Ford Fiesta, so expect something 
different, including, quite possibly, 
them turning up on an old red double- 
decker bus. 

Exhibitionism will open to the 
public the next day, Tuesday April 5. 


G REAT news! London's most 
talented and tipped-for-the- 
top singer songwriter is back 
in the game - after a winter sojourn, 
the superbly-brilliant Emily Lee will 
return to the stage in April. 

Emily Lee will be headlining at the 
Camden Barfly on April 26, marking 
her first gig with her new band. The 
Cheltenham-born musician, whose 
avid fans include everyone from Billy 
Bragg and Chris Evans to the editor 
of this column, is taking an electric 
turn from her soulful acoustic 
performances which have made her 
the stand-out favourite to become 
London's next truly big name. 

"I've wanted to form a band for 
some while now because quite a lot of 
my songs require drums and I want to 
go electric as it's more viable for radio 
play and it will give the songs more 
kick," said Emily. "I'm really excited 
about this new direction, it makes a 
lot of sense because radio doesn't give 
so many breaks to acoustic 
performers and I can't wait to be up 
on stage in Camden doing my songs 
with the band." 

Emily, whose fans also include 
Ginger Wildheart of The Wildhearts, 
will also be appearing at St Mellitus 
Church on April 2 as part of the 
Hanwell Hootie. Many in the music 
business are predicting that this will 
be the year of the big break for Emily, 
who has been bravely battling to 
make it since she first appeared on the 
capital's scene in 2012.

Bridge presents reggae greats 


T HE whistling organ tune from 
the Harry J Allstars' reggae 
classic Liquidator is a familiar 
sound at Stamford Bridge. 

For years it has been the music to 
which Chelsea's own footballing 
allstars - or otherwise - have been 
welcomed onto the pitch at 3pm 
every Saturday afternoon. 

But while the Blues'strikers have 
been worryingly off target in front of 
goal this season, the Bridge will be 
playing host to a double header of 
reggae legends for a rare live 
performance spanning three 
generations of ska. 


Neville Staple, singer with The 
Specials and Fun Boy Three, is 
teaming up with Dandy Livingstone, 
the Jamaican-born producer often 
credited as one of the founding 
fathers of the ska movement, for a 
world exclusive show at the 'Under 
the Bridge' night club in Fulham Road. 

After joining two tone pioneers The 
Specials in the late 70s when they 
were still known as The Coventry 
Automatics - initially as their roadie - 
Staple sang in his distinctive style on 
several of the band's biggest hits, 
from the era-defining Ghost Town to 
the timeless Too Much Too Young. 


He will share the bill with 
Livingstone, the acclaimed musician 
and producer, best known for 
penning reggae standards Rudy, A 
Message To You and Suzanne, Beware 
of the Devil, and young Londoners 
Buster Shuffle in a not-to-be-missed 
night celebrating three generations of 
ska. 

Three Generations of Ska featuring 
Neville Staple takes place at Under 
the Bridge on Friday, April 22.

W ATCHING French 
baker Eric Kayser 
at work in the 
kitchen, it’s easy to see 
why he didn’t consider any 
other career options in his 
youth. 

The bread guru deftly cuts 
dough into small sections be¬ 
fore rolling them into perfect 
little batards (like a baguette, 
but shorter), then presses an al¬ 
ready-baked one to listen for 
that familiar crispy sound, ex¬ 
plaining: “You want to hear the 
music.” 

A fifth generation baker 
growing up in the Franche- 
Comte region, Kayser loved 
spending time in his father’s 
bakery. 

“As soon as I started to 
speak, I said to my family, ‘I 
want to be a baker and travel’,” 
the red-headed boulanger re¬ 
calls. Coming from a small vil¬ 
lage, people thought I was 
crazy, but I repeated it when I 
was 10 years old, I repeated it I 
was 14 years old. And now, I do 
it.” 

Kayser opened his first bread 
shop in Paris in 1996, and these 
days, he jets around the world 
to open new bakeries and 
“bring a love of French bread to 
people who have never tasted 
it”. 

He came to the UK recently 
to promote his new book, The 
Larousse Book Of Bread (con¬ 
taining more than 80 mouth¬ 
watering recipes), and pass on 
some of his expert tips on cre¬ 
ating the perfect brioche, 
baguette or bagel. 

Making bread isn’t easy, but 
with simple equipment and 
good ingredients (“the most im¬ 
portant thing”), something deli¬ 
cious can be created, according 
to Kayser. 

“If you have a small mixer, a 
good oven and your hands, it 
will be OK. And a good brain!” 

With all that kneading and 
proofing, however, baking 


bread from scratch isn’t some¬ 
thing most people can factor 
into their busy lives. But giving 
it a go once a week - or even 
once a month - is fine, says 
Kayser. 

“You can do your bread or 
your brioche with your chil¬ 
dren, with your husband or 
wife, with your family, and af¬ 
terwards you can share it,” the 
father-of-two adds. 

“I think it’s something very 
religious, because we hear for a 
long time that we need to share 
the bread. It’s fantastic, it’s a 
good experience and it’s good 
for you to work with your 
hands.” 


And if the end result is an un¬ 
derdone or burnt-to-a-crisp dis¬ 
aster? “Patience is very 
important, and you can start 
again. All your life you need to 
be patient. If you want to do 
something, you need to do it a 
few times and understand how 
it will be,” he says. 

As the smell of freshly- 
baked bread fills the air, Kayser 
explains that he views the baker 
as an alchemist. 

“You work with a few ingre¬ 
dients from the ground - flour, 
water, yeast - to do something 
beautiful.” 

And biting into the delicious 
end result, it’s hard to disagree.

IF you are racing through Bish¬ 
ops Park to get to Putney 
Bridge underground, instead of 
walking up the steps onto 
iconic Putney Bridge, complete 
with its twinkling historic lights 
and breathtaking views of the 
Thames, spare a few minutes to 
glance into the newly retiled 
and refurbished Grade II listed 
Putney Bridge subway and ad¬ 
mire the handiwork of local de¬ 
signer Jean Bird. 

Or indeed why not head to 
the underground through the 
Subway for a change! 

Jean is a local illustrator and 
interior designer and also paints 
furniture as well as creating 
theatre sets for a local dramatic 
group. In fact Jean’s feet hardly 
ever seem to touch the ground. 

She was contacted by the 
Fulham Society and asked to 
chose tiles to go down the Put¬ 


ney Bridge subway, which is in 
the process of being completely 
refurbished by Wandsworth 
council jointly with the society. 

Jean hand-picked the tiles 
from a shop in Wandsworth to¬ 
gether with Maciej from 
Wandsworth council, who has 
been hugely supportive. 

They comprise a beautiful 
green leaf ‘roof’ mosaic to the 
subway which was originally 
built 130 years ago. Jean has 
also chosen tiles depicting tree 
bark to go up the sides of the 
subway, taking care that she ac¬ 
commodated the angles of the 
subway, she tells me. 

Special mention should be 
given to the wonderful tilers, 
one of whom pulled out of an¬ 
other job at the last minute to 
focus especially on this superb 
local project. 

The Putney Bridge subway 


should be finished at the end of 
March - what a privilege to be 
able to dash to the tube in the 
morning through a beautiful 
newly tiled and renovated 
Grade II listed subway de¬ 
signed like a glade of trees. 

Jean’s favourite pudding: 
easy lemon ice cream 

Ingredients : three lemons or 
two lemons and one lime; 200 
g caster sugar; 450 ml double 
cream; 1/2 tsp salt 

Grate the rind of one lemon 
(some lime too for colour). 
Squeeze the juice of all three. 

Combine the sugar, lemon 
juice and rind. Add the double 
cream (no need to whip) and 
stir well. Freeze in a plastic 
box. Transfer to the fridge 
when you begin your meal so 
that it is softened and easy to 
serve. 


Shaved butternut

MARK HIX'S RECIPE OF THE WEEK 


THIS is a healthy and colourful salad that 
dovetails with the current trend for raw food. 
The great thing about it is that it takes just a 
few minutes to knock up, and looks and tastes 
really impressive. Our Wye Valley asparagus 
was extra-extra early this year, which I'm 
sometime cautious of - but the flavour was 
fantastic. 

For the dressing: ltbsp cider vinegar; !4 
small chilli, finely; hopped; 4tbsp rapeseed oil; 
salt and freshly ground black pepper; a 
handful of treviso or other radicchio leaves, 
washed and dried; 250g butternut squash, 
thinly shaved with a peeler; 3-4 thick stems of 
asparagus, shaved lengthways; lOOg soft goat’s 
cheese; l-2tbsp pumpkin seeds, lightly toasted 

Whisk all of the ingredients together for the 
dressing and season to taste. Toss the treviso, 
squash and asparagus in half of the dressing, 
season and leave to stand for 5 minutes so the 
flavours meld. Arrange on individual serving 
plates or a sharing bowl, then spoon over the 
rest of the dressing and scatter over the cheese, 
broken into little nuggets.

Luce Southwark Playhouse **** 


L UCE at the Southwark playhouse is a pow¬ 
erful and hard-hitting drama which fantas¬ 
tically portrays the terror and guilt of being 
a parent, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

The play, by JC Lee, stars British Bake Off’s Mel 
Giedroyc, who is drawn into her teenage son’s world, an 
adolescent kingdom filled with deceit and deception. The 
academic high flyer, all-star athlete and generally up¬ 
standing citizen, Luce (Martins Imhangbe) has the world 
at his feet, but everything is not as it seems and after some 
damaging accusations by a teacher (Natasha Gordon) his 
true colours begin to be revealed. 

An orphaned victim of a foreign war, Luce is taken in 
by the all-American family and seemingly becomes the 
model student. The pressures of his past and the imposed 
expectations weigh heavy on his shoulders however, and 
with mistrust deepening within the school environment 
he relies upon absolute unabridged protection from his 
mother. 

With the squeak of trainers on the gym floor as a back¬ 
drop, Giedroyc superbly plays the matriarchal hen whose 
rose tinted glasses are beginning to fragment before her 
eyes. Allowing some of her affable on-screen persona to 
filter into the character, she adds a lovable quality to an 
otherwise quite frightening and formidable beast. 

Nigel Whitmey plays the subordinate husband with a 
real passion as he struggles with his divided loyalties and 
his less blinkered opinion of their blue eyed boy. 

Their ward, Luce is characterised with a steely 
strength by Imhangbe, who manages to couple 
charm with a underlying 
menace. His consider¬ 
able charisma entwines 
the audience in his web 
of aspersions. 

The frightening bol¬ 
stering of Jocks and the 
tribal nature of teenage 
boys is made woefully 
apparent in Lee’s writing, 
but his honest and intri¬ 
cate dialogue also allows 
Elizabeth Tan’s convinc¬ 
ing airhead and Natasha 
Gordon’s determined but 
helpless teacher to find 
their voice within the con¬ 
fines of the script. 

Comical in places but 
also deeply disturbing, Luce 
wonderfully illustrates a 
parent’s overriding need to 
protect, no matter what the 
cost.

Miss Atomic Bomb *** 

A BRAND new musi¬ 
cal has ‘dropped’ 
into the St James 
theatre and ‘split’ the opin¬ 
ions of many critics with its 
original music and pastiche 
style of story, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

Miss Atomic Bomb stars 
comedienne Catherine Tate and 
is based in the 1950s when test¬ 
ing of nuclear devices was car¬ 
ried out in the Nevada dessert. In 
a time when the danger of ra¬ 
dioactive exposure was un¬ 
known, Las Vegas hotels 
capitalised on the explosive 
events and a large tourist trade 
popped up which offered day 
trips to the blast sites, gala par¬ 
ties on detonation days and even 
beauty pageants. 


The new musical by Adam 
Long, Gabriel Vick and Alex 
Jackson-Long, as the title sug¬ 
gests, culminates in one such 
contest in a hotel which is man¬ 
aged by the lovable but useless 
Lou, (Simon Lipkin). In order to 
save the fortunes of the hotel he 
needs to come up with an atomic 
bomb gimmick or face the 
owner’s wrath and his probable 
death. 


Lou’s brother Joey (Dean 
John-Wilson), who has recently 
deserted from the army, comes to 
the rescue and with some help 
from a couple of farm girls 
(Catherine Tate and Florence An¬ 
drews) the hotel and Lou’s life 
are saved. 

It’s always really nice to see 
new work with original music 
and this show feels fresh and ex¬ 
citing. There’s a lovely blend of 
Broadway-style old school mu¬ 
sical with big tap numbers and 
high kicks - but at the same 
time it doesn’t feel too old fash¬ 
ioned. 

There is, however, an under¬ 
lying feeling that the show is 
just not quite ready. Stumbled 
lines, nervous moments and 
some slightly wooden per¬ 
formances hamper what could 
become a great show and the 
celebrity cast member Cather¬ 
ine Tate is one of the main 
culprits. 

Well known for her com¬ 
edy turns, I found the trade¬ 
mark repeat of lines 
annoying and became anx¬

ious about the pace of the dia¬ 
logue whenever Tate was on 
stage. 

The other cast members pro¬ 
vide good support and her 
scenes in act two with the hilar¬ 
ious Simon Lipkin are margin¬ 
ally better. Lipkin, on the other 
hand, really is the star of the 
show with his perfectly timed 
slapstick and unabridged 
charm. His scenes with the 
scrumptious Dean John-Wil- 
son, who is about to take up the 
leading role in Aladdin at the 
Prince Edward Theatre, are 


musical comedy at its best, 
with tight choreography, funny 
one-liners and a dash of chival- 
ric honour. 

John-Wilson’s vocals are 
like velvet and his duet with 
Florence Andrews, who de¬ 
lights as a Calamity Jane style 
Candy, is beautiful. 

Andrews’ act two standard is 
the musical highlight of the 
show however, and her thigh 
slapping, go getting Candy 
keeps the momentum rolling 
along with a real feel of a film 
musical icon of yesteryear. 


The nods to other classic 
musicals are great fun, in par¬ 
ticular Daniel Boys’ neurotic 
Javert impression and the three 
beauty contestants ‘taking off’ 
the strippers from Gypsy, but at 
the same time the parodies feel 
underdeveloped and a little 
confused. 

Miss Atomic Bomb is a 
‘blast’ and with a little more de¬ 
velopment I could see the ‘fall 
out’ resulting in a full West End 
transfer - but not until its ‘nu¬ 
cleus’ has been further devel¬ 
oped.

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Rangers urge fans to 
support stadium bid 


W ITHOUT a game for almost two 
weeks, Queens Park Rangers have 
turned their attention to an 
important off the field issue by urging their 
supporters to show their backing for the 
planned new stadium at Old Oak Common, 
which - in their words - will “secure QPR's 
future and benefit west London.” 


QPR unveiled plans 
for a 40,000-capacity 
stadium in December 
2013. R ’ s Chairman 
Tony Fernandes said: 
“Loftus Road is - and 
always will be - a 
special place for the 
club and our supporters, 
but we need more than 
an 18,000 capacity.” 

If, and when, Rangers 
make it back to the 
Premier League, the 
club will need to 
generate much more 
income in addition to 
TV money and gate 
receipts if it is to 
maintain a place at 
football's top table. 

Their current stadium in 
Shepherd’s Bush can 
accommodate only 450 
hospitality guests. 

The club wants their 
new stadium - titled 
New Queens Park - to 
be at the heart of the Old 
Oak and Park Royal 
Development 
Corporation’s (OPDC) 
regeneration scheme 
that is projected to 
create 25,500 new 
homes and 65,000 jobs. 

Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson, who set 
up the OPDC to oversee 


this regeneration 
programme, has 
launched the next phase 
of consultation on Old 
Oak, issuing a document 
known as the ‘Local 
Plan’ - the rules by 
which all planning 
applications are decided. 
The document is only a 
draft and calls on 
people, particularly west 
London residents, to 
comment so they can 
help shape the plans for 
their area. 

Benefit the area 

The draft Local Plan 
calls for small to large- 
scale ‘catalysts’ that 
could act as a focus of 
early development, 
which could include 
‘culture, sport, leisure 
uses, education and 
health institutions’. 

QPR have a plan to 
deliver a new stadium, 
with educational, 
sporting and community 
facilities to benefit 
people in the area. The 
club shares the Mayor’s 
vision for Old Oak to 
become a vibrant place 
where people live, work 
and play, and return to 


time and time again. 

A new multifunctional 
stadium - a sports and 
entertainment hub that is 
used all year round - 
would drive the timescale 
to support the early 
delivery of homes, and 
the restaurants, shops and 
bars within it would 
bring jobs and 
opportunities to the area. 
It would also provide a 
proper base for the QPR 
in the Community Trust, 
allowing it to increase its 
highly regarded 
community outreach 
activity. 

At a recent fans’ forum 
reported on by the 
respected Loft For Words 
website, Rangers’ CEO 
Lee Hoos said he was 
very encouraged by 
what’s happening with 
the new stadium despite a 
recent letter sent out to 
some QPR groups from 
Car Giant reiterating 
their position that there 
would never be a stadium 
at Old Oak Common. 

“We have a mayoral 
election in May, the two 
principal candidates fully 
support our bid for a 
stadium in west London. 
They’re impressed with 
our community work, 
they accept we need a 
new stadium,” says 
Hoos. 

“It takes me nowhere to 
get into a war of words 
with Car Giant and I 
respect Geoff Warren as a

obstacles out of his way 
to build a good 
business. It’s a big 
piece of land, we don’t 
own all of it, he doesn't 
own all of it - he owns 
more than we do. One 
thing I have learnt is 
that the person who 
owns the land doesn’t 
always have the say, 
alone, in what actually 
happens. Car Giant put 
through a master plan 
that included a museum 

- the beauty of English 
property law is they’ve 
said we’re trying to put 
a stadium on land that 
isn’t ours but that 
museum is planned on 
land that isn’t theirs. 

“There’s a lot of 
interested parties in this 

- the council, the 
OPDC, the GLA, the 
mayor and we don’t 
even know who the 
next mayor will be. If I 
was coming in at the 
beginning of a mayoral 
term I’d have handled 
this differently, but 
there is absolutely 
positively going to be a 
new mayor and we 
don’t know how the 
landscape will change.

“We need this 
stadium to survive. 
There are so many 
issues here - 
atmosphere and close 
to the pitch is great, but 
it’s expensive to run, 
we only have 450 
people in hospitality. 

“The club has been in 
administration once, 
was on the verge of 
admin again when Mr 
Briatore bought it. I 
don’t want to rely on 
ownership writing out a 
cheque every month to 
keep it going. However 
much money you have, 
you soon get bored of 
that, as we’ve seen at 
Bolton. That’s not me 
in any way saying the 
owners want out, I just 
want this to be a 
sustainable club. 

“In terms of the 
ownership of the new 
stadium, we’ll go with 
the structure that’s the 
most tax efficient. 

Quite a few clubs I’ve 
been with have a 
holding company that’s 
a property company 
that owns the stadium, 
it’s the most tax 
efficient way to do it.” 

Back in the present, 
R’s return to action at 
Loftus Road on Friday 
night against 
promotion-chasing 
Middlesbrough.

While these figures don't make 
great reading for Jokanovic, most 
Fulham fans are still prepared to give 
him the benefit of the doubt. They 
point out that he inherited a poor 
team when he took over, was given 
no money by the board to spend in 
the January transfer window and his 
proven track record at Watford, 
whom he led to promotion to the 
Premier League less than a year ago, 
lends added weight to the belief that 
he will eventually get it right at 
Craven Cottage, especially after a full 
pre-season under his regime. 

Of course, it might be unwise to 
assume Jokanovic will want to stay 
beyond this season to try and turn 
things around.

Focus on Craven Cottage

Whites’ date with destiny 


I T is impossible to exaggerate the 
importance of Fulham's home match 
against Milton Keynes Dons on Saturday. 

Even though there are eight games left to play 
this season, defeat for either side will probably 
condemn them to relegation from the 
Championship. It would certainly leave them 
floundering in the bottom three. 

MK Dons are already peering through the trap 
door into League One, just above Charlton 
Athletic and Bolton Wanderers and only a point 
behind fourth-from-bottom Fulham. 

This Craven Cottage showdown - 21 st v 
22nd - is the definitive'six-pointer', a game 
neither team dare lose, although a draw would 
suit the visitors a little more than Whites. 

In previewing this vital encounter, there is 
little by way of form to go on. Fulham are 
without a win in their last six; MK Dons have 
managed only one in the same period. The west 
Londoners share the worst home league 
record - 20 points from 19 games - with 
Charlton; MK have the third poorest away 
record in the second tier - two wins and seven 
draws from 19. 

Both teams go into the game having not 


played competitively for a fortnight. 

But it's not as if Fulham head coach Slavisa 
Jokanovic has been able to use that extra 
respite to do much tactical work on the training 
ground. Several of his squad have been 
scattered to all points of Europe and beyond. 

Defenders the key 

Ross McCormack claimed an assist in 
Scotland's 1 -0 win against the Czech Republic in 
Prague last Thursday; fellow striker Moussa 
Dembele featured in France Under-20s'2-0 win 
over the Czech Republic, while Emerson 
Hyndman is returning from South America after 
playing the full 90 minutes for USA Under-23s in 
their 1-1 draw away to Colombia. 

At least Jokanovic should have been able to 
make use of invaluable time with his defenders, 
who will be key to Fulham's hopes of surviving 
this relegation scrap. The most damning 
statistic is that Fulham have managed to keep a 
clean sheet in just three league matches out of 
38 this season. 

The Serbian coach has so far been unable to 
solve a problem that plagued his predecessor 


Kit Symons throughout his 13-month tenure. In 
14 games since Jokanovic took charge in SW6 
at the start of the year, Whites have prevented 
only one team from scoring against them - 
second-bottom Charlton in a 3-0 win at The 
Cottage on February 20 - and recorded a 
meagre two victories. 

The general consensus among fretting 
Fulham followers is that the team appear to be 
more resolute and organised under Jokanovic, 
but the facts don't support this viewpoint. 
Whites have lost one more league match - 
seven compared to six - than they did in the 
first 16 fixtures of the season with the much- 
maligned Symons in the dug-out. 

Under Symons, Fulham had a better goal 
difference before he was sacked on November 8 
than during the subsequent gloomy eight- 
match winter stop-gap of interim coaches, Peter 
Grant and Stuart Gray, and now under 
Jokanovic. When Symons was fired by owner 
Shahid Khan, Whites were the Championship's 
leading scorers, safely cocooned in mid-table, 
eight points off the play-off places. Dizzy 
heights!

Cheek, John Swift and Dominic Solanke in action in 
a 1-1 draw against Switzerland in their European 
Championship qualifying group. 

Izzy Brown and ex-Pimlico Academy student 
Tammy Abraham played for the U19s in a 1-1 draw 
against Greece. 

Trevoh Chalobah skippered the U17s, while Jamie 
Cumming, Dujon Sterling and Mason Mount also 
played in the 1-0 win over Finland.
